Gile, who is touring the countries of 
Europe. Mr. Gile wrdte,from Taormi- 
na, Sicily. 
Taormina, le, Sicily, Feb. 16, 1903. 

After eight weeks delightfully spent 
on the Riviera,. visiting Cannes, Grasse, 
Beaulieu, Monaco, Cap Montin,. Ville- 
franche,-and Mentone, taking many fine 
coaching trips, ificluding the famous 
Corniche, (Napoleon's Road) we decid- 
ed to make a tour around the Island of 
Sicily. —-Wecteft Genoa, Feb, 4th onthe 
steamer Palatia of the Hamburg Amer- 
ican line.. We hada fine voyage. On 
the morning of the 5th we sailed quite 
“close to the Jittle island of Elba, where 
Napoleon was imprisoned for a time, 
then later on we passed the islands of 
Corsica and Sardinia, their .snow-cov- 
ered peaks, with the bright sun shining 
on them looked grand. On the morn- 
ing of the 6th, we arrived at the port of 
Palermo, the capital of Sicily...-.Paler- 
mo has a population of 313,246. It is the 
military, judicial, and ecclesiastical 
headquarters of the island and possess- 
es one of the seven principal Italian 
universities. It is situated on the 
west side of the Bay’ of Palermo on a 
fertile plain. Beyond it rises an am- 


the north the city ‘is sheltered by the

felice,"” on account of its magnificent 
situation and delightful climate. The 


handsome. villas. There are many 
things of interest in and about Paler- 
mo. I can only mention a few of the 
most important. The Royal Palace 
and its beautiful chapel, Cappella Pal- 
atina built before 1132 by King Roger 
2nd in the Arabic Norman style, and 
dedicated to St, Peter. The whole with 
its mosaic decorations is a perfect gem 
of mediaeval art, perhaps the most 
‘ beautiful palace chapel in the world. 


.The Norman church of S, Giovanni and 


its beautiful cloisters. The cathedral 
erected in 1169, ‘‘Walter of the Mill,” 
containing the silver sarcophagus of S, 
Rosalia, weighing 1400 lbs. ' Here re- 
pose the remains of the Sicilian kings 
in Pophyrg Sarcophagi, King Roger, 
Emperor Frederick 2nd, William,-son of 
Frederick 3rd of Aragon, and many 
others ‘which date back to the llth cen- 
tury. La Favorita, the Royal Chateau 
erected, by Ferdinand 4th in the Chin- 
ese style (very beautiful). The Con- 
vento de Cappuccini where the subter- 
ranean corridors contain the mMummi- 
fied bodies of the wealthy inhabitants 
of Palermo. The beautiful and famous 
Cathedral of Monriale. The 
with*=which the walls,are entirely cov- 
ered —occupy—an area of 70;400- sq. ft. 
They are grand and represent the Old 
Testament prophecies. The Cloisters 
are also very fine. The museum con- 
tains many very interesting things dat- 
ing back B. Cc. 

Pages might be writen on Palermo, 
but as time and space are limited let us 
pass on to Girgente, 84 1-2 miles from 
Palermo. This was the last important 
city built by the Greeks, and once num- 
bered 200,000 inhabitants, but now has 
only about 25,000. The principal busi- 
ness is its sulphur mines. About one- 
sixth of the Sicilian sulphur is shipped 
from this port. As one rides along by 
train one sees the sulphur mines, as far 
as the eye can reach. We visited this 
place to see its famous temples, Juno, 
Hercules, Zeus and Concord. That of 
Concord is the best preserved ancient 
temple in existence except the Thesium 
at Athens. They were-erected In-ite 
fourth and fifth centuries B. C. 

Our next objective point was Syra- 
cuse, an all day’s run by train from 
Girgenti, but the hours seemed short as 
our route took us through some of the 
grandest scenery in Sicily, winding in 
and out along the shore then climbing 
around mountains, and for miles we 
rode through almond orchards, all in 
full bloom, pink and white as far as 
the eye could see. In the sheltered 
spots at the foot of mountains such fine 
pak Mn ane At last we 
emergec nel with Mt. 
Aetna in full view. It looked grand 
covered with snow, all but its summit 
which is black. Ina short time we 
were in Syracuse. Our hotel the Villa 
Polite, was situated amidst the inter- 
esting things of the old part of. the 
city. From our windows we looked

| sight-seeing in this famous old city that 
for centuries Was the seat of so many 
wars between the Athenians, Romans, 
Turks, and Carthaginians, : 


Syracuse once numbered 500,000 _in- 
habiianis but today only 31,800____The 
city is full. of interesting things. Its

grand old wall built by Dionysius 1st-in 
402, ten miles of it still. stands. But 
the most interesting thing to me in 
Syracuse is. what is called “The Ear of 
Dionysius: —~This-is-a grotto -hewn-in 
the solid rock, in the form of a letter 
S, 210 feet deep, 74 feet high, and 16 feet 
wide, and possesses remarkable acous- 
tic peculiarity, the slightest sound in 
the grotto is heard by persons: at the 
upper end, and produces a strong re- 
| verberation at the entrance. There is 
a chamber at the top of this grotto 
where itis said Dionysius could hear 
the slightest whisper of the prisoners 
confined below, Nearby is the Greek 
Theatre; the largest structure of the 
kind, erected in the fifth century 'B. C., 
hewn in ‘the -rock in a semi circular 
form 165 yards in diameter, there are 
many Greek ingcriptions cut in the 
rock. The eleven lower rows of seats 
were covered with marble and used by 
the nobility. A short walk takes us to 
the Church of San Giovanni.and its 
Catacombs, which are the most impos- 
ing_of-the kind known being far larger 
than those at Rome. They date from 
the fourth century A. D. The Church 
of San Giovanni was founded in 1182. A 
flight of steps deScends to the Crypt of 
St. Marcian «which dates from. the 
fourth century, on the walls ar€ the re- 
mains of old frescoes, and it is said St. 
Paul preached here the three. days he 
tarried in Syracuse (Acts 28:12,). After 
we had exhausted the sights of Syra- 
cuse, we could not resist the opportuni- 
ty afforded us of visiting the island of 
Malta, this being our nearest point, and 
a good steamer, The Carola, ready to 
sail, Malta has about 200,000 inhabi- 
tants and covers an area of 120 square 
miles, It is the most densely populated 
island in the world. There are about 
10,000 English soldiers quartered there 
at present. Its magnificent harbor 
and its strategic position, much like 
Gibraltar render it a veritable strong-' 
hold. In 1798, Napoleon when on ~* his 
way to Egypt, gained possession of the 
town through the treachery of one of 
the Knights, but the French only held 
it two years, when the English captured 
it, and have since been--masters of the 
island, 

Malta shared the fortunes of Sicily 
down to 1530, when’ the Emperor 
Charles 5th presented the island to the 
Knights of St. John. From this time 
the order became the Knights of Malta, 
I visited the Church of St. John, ‘the 
palace where Napoleon stayed when in 
Malta, St. Paul's Bay, the spot at 
which St..Paul’s ship stranded, the 
Cathedral said to occupy the site of the 


house of Publius who accorded a hos- 
reception to St. Paul, (Acts 28.) 
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In front of the building, as in the days 
of the Maltese Order, are placed two 
cannon. Much could be written of 
‘Malta,. but I-must: hasten on. I can- 
that while in Rome I made the acquain- 
“tance of a gentleman who has a villa at 
Malta, who on my arrival, did much to 
make my stay pleasant. We drove all 
Over the island, lunched. at his. villa, 
and in the evening dined at the English 
Club. This club by the way is differ- 
ently situated from any other I happen 
to know. They have very fine quarters, 
lots of room, and $50,000 in the treasury, 
I bade good-bye to Malta at midnight, 
and the next day: was, again in Sicily. 
Catania, our next stop on our. tour 
around the island, is the second largest 
city in Sicily; 8000 vessels enter and 
clear the port annually, and it carries 
on an extensive trade in sulphur, cot- 
ton, -wine,-grain,-and 3 ¥ 
suffered many times from earthquakes, 
and today may be seen the lava which 
has flowed from Aetna, all about the 
city. We now hasten on to Taormina. 
This place, like the ‘Island of Capri, is a 
favorite resort-for artists. It is situ- 
ated about 600 feet above the sea with 
Mt. Aetna in full view. The scenery 
is wild and grand, and there are many 
old ruins of castles, churches, monas- 
teries, etc. There is also a very well 
preserved Greek theatre. Taormina is 
considered one of the best places in 
which to make a lom~ stay for quiet 
and rest on the island. The view from 
the hill on which the theatre stands is 
one of the most beautiful in Italy. In 
the morning when the sun rises from 
the Mediterranean it imparts a_ rosy 
hue, to the snowy peak of Mt. Aetna and 
gilds the rocky heights beyond t..e 


theatre. Tomorrow we leave for Mes- 
sina, where we bid adieu to Sicily.

The Town Meeting. 


It was a good town meeting. rood 
in conduct, and good in results. 

The contests were good, because they 
showed a healthy ‘rivalry, and were 
conducted in a‘fair play spirit, with a 
proper regard of each opponent for the 
other. The result showed that the 
majority still clings to the old officials, 
but it likewise shows that the contest- 
ing candidates had many friends who 
were alert in their interest. ; 

The best of the meeting, however, 
had to do, not with the offices, but 
with the discussion and appropriations, 
Of the former there was but very little, 
while of the latter there was a round 
sum_larger-than ever before in the 
town’s history. At first thought it 
seems strange that the eytraordinary 
apprepriations should’ not provoke 
greater discussion. . That they did not,. 
is one of the most’ gratifying features 
of the meeting, for it proves that the 
citizens. are’ ready_and_ willing at all 


| times to stand for any. expense tliat is 


reasonable and fully understood, . , 
The net result of the meeting is a 
probable tax rate of about $17.00 on 


| the thousand, higher than for many 


years, but representing a town house- 


| cleaning which will be a good job to 


have completed, 


Of the features of the meeting, per- 
haps one of the principal ones was the 
very striking need of less confusion in 
voting, pointing very directly to the 
necessity for the Au-iralian ballot ini 
town elections. With six tickets for 
two contests, it is startling to think 
what ‘might result trom a d6ézen con- 
tests, and it looks as if some arrange- 
ments must be made to remedy the’ 
evil- before ‘hnother year. The-sole 
difficulty arises from the fact that the 


|} town hall could not be filled with 


booths for voting and-accommodate the 
eitizens_for_discussion, on the same day, 
To take two days for the meeting would 
be a hardship on many citizens, both 
unreasonable and severe, and the only 
way out of the difficulty seems to be 
through the use of some other place 
for. voting. Just where, is the conun- 
drum. 


Another good thing, attracting but 
little attention but of very great impor- 
tance to the town, was the first step 
taken toward street bounds. Mr. Smith 
has been for a long time an earnest 
advocate for proper bounds and proper 
grades for Andover streets, and it be- 
gins to look as if his efforts are to be 
rewarded, 


The placing of the town horses in 
the charge of the fire engineers is an 
experiment that can be made a success 
or a failure. It makes absolutely not 
a particle of difference in whose charge 
they are, so far as turning them over to 
the work of the street department is 
concerned. The fire engineers can do 
that as well as anybody ; but they can 
do much more, in that they can now 
definitely settle the question of how far 
the horses may be taken from the 
engine houses, and thus assure to the 
fire department the proper service 
which town horses were originally in- 
tended to provide. 

If there is co-operation between the 
engineers and the superintendent of 


| 
streets, the work of the town teams 


can be made much more satisfactory to 
the town ;. if co-operation is lacking it 


| Will be a worse mess than ever. 


And in passing, isn’t this truth about 
the town teams applicable to all town 
business ? With co-operation between 


all departments the best possible pub- | 


lic service can be secured, At the 


| opening of a new year of town life it is 


surely not out of place to commend 
this spirit to all town officials. :

“Some very religious people ‘still feel, 
as inthe early days of the church, that 
the activities of life, its pleasures and 
commercial ~-and--business---interests 
should not be brought into contact with 
There is something about 

the faith that they feel is too sacred to 
be allowed, to touch such subjects. 
There is another and a stronger group 
holding the same conception, and that is 
the worldly. These want to feel when 
they goto church that they are apart 
fromthe world. And when they go out 
into the world, when, they are engaged 
in business or pleasure, they want to feel 
that they are not hampered: by the 
‘duties of religion. ; 

“In these days, when religion sits 
lightly upon the tives of many it is. well 
for those of us-who want to hold to the 
church to be on our guard against that 
subtle philosophy which would keep the 
faith separate and apart from the inter- 
ests of business and society. 

“There is another conception’ of | re- 
ligion which is* found in society today 
which is even more dangerous than that. 
of the separation of religion and daily 
life, and that is the ruling of religion 
out.of life altogether...There are large 
numbers of people who really také no 
positive interest in religious life or in 
the one institutional expression of re- 
ligious life, the church, Their Sundays 
are given up to the newspaper, small 
talk, reading, relaxation, sport and so- 
cial life. Their children’s Sundays are 
very much like those of the parents..

STORY. 


The Legislhitive Committee which is 
making an investigation of the coal 


situation in the various Massachusetts 
cities held a session in Lawrence Wed- 


nesday morning.

The witnesses were sworn and A. A. 
Caffrey was first called upon. He tes- 
tified in answer to the chairman's 
questions: “Am engaged in coal, coke, 
hay and wood business. Have dealt in 
the company coal so called, except 129 
tons Welch anthracite, which cost me 
$7.35 per ton at Lawrence. 
thracite $6.75 and $7.25 in the summer, 
First of December raised it to $9. In 
middle of December raised to $10.

May 1, 
1902 had on hand 25 tons anthracite and 
10 tons orf bituminous. Between June 
and November had none to sell.

The committees on labor and election 
laws. have closed. their joint hearing on 
bills to repeal or amend the law which 
practically closes factories for two 
hours after the opening of the polls on 
election days. While this new law 
was not vigorously enforced last year, 
Senator Frost and oth¢rs see in it the 
germ of mischief, and /partfularly feel 
that it is very unjust to the hon-vot- 
ing population—women and_ others— 
who work in the mills, and also that it 
practically compels a man who votes to 
pay for the privilege. The latter con- 
sideration is very important, for jt is 
practically an attack on the purity of 
the ballot. The candidate who can 
make it possible for a voter who goes 
to the polls at a sacrifice to make his 
loss good comes out ahead in some 
cases, Mr. Batchelder of Haverhill 
proposes that the factories shall open 
at eight o’clock in any event, but the 
plan of Senator Frost to repeal the law 
would be a much more effective way 
to deal with the issue, which ought nev- 
er to have been raised. 

In-the rush-and worry of expediting 
hearings in accordance with the desire 
of the presiding officers of the two 
vranches, the criticism has often ber 
forced this year that too short notice 
was given interested parties. This has 
been true not only of the committee on 
cities but of many other committees. At 
present, the committee work is in such
